• Only the barest fraction of our 
population •— even in this richest 
. of all nations —is financially able 


to pay the bills for treatment when 
polio's grim spectre comes knock- 
ing at the family door. The risk, 
like insurance against death and 
destruction, must be divided among 
all the people—each paying a small 
share now against the possibility 
that his door may be rapped on 
next.

If there is going to be any spec- 


ial treatment of individual school 
districts it ought to be along the

Fall. That is, distributing state aid 
on a "local incentive" basis—with- 
holding state help until local tax- 
payers have done their full share 
in raising property assessments. 


But advance collections of local 


taxes have no bearing whatsoever 
on any district's "need" when it 
comes to distributing state money 
evenly and fairly.
